Students are building 
more than their grade 
point averages at Henry 
County High School. 
Woodworking teacher 
Andrew Shearer’s class is 
working on a very special 
project that he hopes will 
strengthen ties within the 
community. 

The class is building 
furniture that will be 
donated to local day¬ 
cares. Shearer said that 
he came up with the idea 
when a friend of his who 
works at a daycare told 
him how much daycare 
furniture costs out of 
catalogs.

I’ve 
got students who want to 
learn. So I asked them, 
what if we do something 
for the community. So 
we have taken the pic¬ 
tures and the details from 
the catalog, and we’ve 
been building the fur¬ 
niture, and then we’re 
going to donate it.” 

In addition, Shearer 
said that the class is 
using materials that were 
donated to the school, so 
there is little to no cost 
for them. 

“So we’re using donat¬ 
ed materials, building the 
furniture, then donating

With a recent zoning change at 
Henry County Fiscal Court, a meat 
processing and retail facility in Henry 
County moved one step closer to 
becoming a reality.

Homestead Nursing Center in New 
Casde has changed owners.

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New library director ready to make waves

Henry County Public 
Library’s new Library 
Director, Jessica 
Powell, may have got¬ 
ten her degree in New 
York City, but she’s 
excited to be working 
in Henry County. 

Powell is new to the 
position of Library 
Director, but has 
been serving as the 
interim director since 
December. She’s been 
officially hired as the 
full time director now, 
though, and is doing 
her best to help the 
library move forward. 

“I love libraries,” 
laughed Powell. “You 
know, you’re in col¬ 
lege and you have no 
idea what you want to 
do, and I got a job in 
a library, and I realized 
that it’s the first job I 
ever showed up early 
for...I loved going to 
work every day, so I 
went to grad school 
and made a career out 
of it.” 

Powell got her 
undergrad degree in 
Comparative Literature 
from New York 
University, and her 
master’s in Library 
Science from the 
University of Kentucky. 
She is originally from 
Campbell County, Ky., 
where she worked in 
their public library for 
five years before mov¬ 
ing to Henry County. 

Powell has only 
held her position for 
a few months, but 
already she’s looking 
forward to improving 
Henry County’s Public 
Library. 

“One thing I would 
love for us to have is a 
new, beautiful, effective 
library building. That’s 
my goal, to move for¬ 
ward on that project. 


And we see that tying 
into literacy rates,” 
Powell said. “We’ll 
have so much more 
space for children’s 
programming, more 
space for the children’s 
collection, comput¬ 
ers dedicated solely to 
the kids. So we have 
a lot of plans for the 
future.” 

Powell said her favor¬ 
ite thing about being 
a librarian is helping 
people. 

“I love helping 
people, and connecting 
them with information. 
People think about 
books in the library, 
but nine-tenths of 
what we do has noth¬ 
ing to do with books,” 
Powell said. “The other 
day, I taught an older 
gentleman how to use 
Facebook and he con¬ 
nected with his long 
lost son. They hadn’t 
talked in 23 years. 

And he came back two 
weeks later and said, 

‘oh my goodness, we’re 
talking finally. This 
computer, this thing 
got us to talk again.’ 

So, it’s stuff like that. 
It’s not just books. It’s 
connecting people to 
the outside world.” 

Powell also feels it’s 
important to make sure 
that the library is no 
longer viewed as just 
the Eminence Library, 
and that it needs to 
be seen as a library for 
the whole county. She 
hopes that the new 
building will help that 
happen, as the extra 
space will make the 
library more of an asset 
to the larger Henry 
County community. 

“We are going to 
expand outreach servic¬ 
es like crazy. Our book¬ 
mobile is going to start 
making regular stops 
in our more far-flung 
communities...we are 
going to make a push, 


so that everyone feels 
as though they have 
access to the library,” 
Powell said. “We’re 
going to have wireless 
on the bookmobile... 
and we’re looking into 
partnering with the 
Campbellsburg com¬ 
munity center.” 

Powell said she has 
always been well-read. 
She said she majored in 
Comparative Literature 
in college because it 
allowed her to read 
books from all around 
the world, and not just 
America and Britain. 

“I learned about the 
Caribbean, I learned 
about Africa, I learned 
about all these places 
in the world. It was 
almost a history 
degree, and I loved 
that aspect of learn¬ 
ing,” Powell said. “And 
that sort of connected 
me with the library. 
Books aren’t just the 
pleasure of reading 
your latest mystery 
or detective novel or 
something. This is a 
way for us to engage 
with the world.” 

Powell also said while 
books offer a world of 
entertainment, they 
also provide a venue 
for transferring infor¬ 
mation about the world 
and our place in it. 

“We transfer our 
community values 
through the literature 
we read, and the sto¬ 
ries we tell, and that’s 
extremely important,” 
Powell said. 

Of course, being a 
librarian is more than 
being cooped up with 
books all day. Powell 
recalled a funny story 
about when she first 
started working at a 
library and encoun¬ 
tered an unexpected 
hazard of the job. 

“I was working in 
Campbell County and 
for the summer read¬

ing one year, their 
theme was wildlife or 
wild animals, and they 
had hired this company 
that had kangaroos.

opment districts. The 
Kentucky Association of 


Counties (KACo) has 
two members that sit 
on the council. KACo 
requested that I com¬ 
plete an application and 
send in my resume for 
appointment consider¬ 
ation. KACo then sub¬ 
mits a list of six people 
they recommend for 
placement on the coun¬ 
cil to the governor for 
his appointment. I was 
appointed by Governor 
Beshear to the 
Geographic Information 
Advisory Council on 
March 7. 

What are the duties 
and functions of your 
appointment? 

The Geographic

ty,” Shearer said. “That’s 
a win-win.” 

Shearer is also 
excited about the stu¬ 
dent response, which, 
according to him, has 
been excellent. The 
students are excited, 
Shearer said, and 
they’ve taken it upon 
themselves to build 
these pieces of furni¬ 
ture. 

“If they want to use 
these materials to build 
something for them¬ 
selves, they’re more 
than welcome to it, but 
the fact that when I 
mentioned, hey, we can 
do this for daycares, 
they got excited.” 
Shearer said. 

The students seem 


to agree. Senior Byron 
Robbins said that he 
enjoys helping little 
kids. “I would like to 
see their faces. I like 
being a role model.” 

His classmate, senior 
Ethan Smith, said that 
he “feels really good 
about it. It would 
be so expensive if it 
weren’t for us doing 
it.” 

Shearer said that he 
would enjoy being able 
to do another project 
like this in the future. 

“I love it. If I find 
out that there’s other 
places, if we could 
build something for 
the nursing home up 
the road, if there’s 
something we could do 
for the community, my 
kids would be inter¬ 
ested because it’s a 
tight knit community,” 
Shearer said. “It gives 
them a sense of owner¬ 


ship because when they 
graduate they could 
see something and say, 
‘hey I built that.’ So 
I’d love to keep doing 
it, if I can keep getting 
donated materials, if 
that can happen. If the 
donated materials go 
away, I can’t.” 

Shearer said that typ¬ 
ically, the materials are 
donated to him with¬ 
out his asking. As an 
example, he said that 
Tractor Supply in La 
Grange brought him 
“boxes and boxes and 
boxes of fasteners.” He 
added that they use 
the materials all of the 
time. 

“That’s money that 
doesn’t come out of 
my budget. It makes 
it easier to do charity 
projects.” 

Shearer said that one 
piece of furniture has 
already been delivered 


to a local daycare and 
that more will be on 
the way soon. 

In addition, the same 
class is working on a 
senior project, where 
students cut and stain 
pieces of wood trim, 
then bolt those pieces 
of trim onto the wall 
in the hallway of the 
high school. Then, 
each senior puts his or 
her handprint onto a 
piece of red or black 
tile. That tile is then 
slid into the trim and 
displayed on the wall. 
Shearer said that the 
project is a step up 
from previous years, 
and that it will look 
very classy and profes¬ 
sional when finished.

It’s 
going out there and 
attracting businesses 
as Mayor Stephens 
did. That’s economic 
development. Being 
proactive. 

If you build it they 
will come. 


State legislators want to work for your benefit 


If the state’s budget 
is the most important 
legislation that the 
General Assembly 
approves every two 
years, enacting the 
state’s road plan is a 
close second. 

As with the budget, 
the goal is to find the 
best use for a limited 
amount of resourc¬ 
es. This is an area 
where Kentucky gen¬ 
erally gets high marks, 
however, based on 
an annual national 
study by the Reason 
Foundation that 
ranks the quality of 
each state’s highway 
system. We came in 
14th overall last year, 
with no state having a 
better quality of rural 
interstates. 

The study did high¬ 
light some challenges 
for us as well, with 
two of the biggest 
being narrow rural 
roads and a relatively

State Representative 


high percentage of 
bridges no longer 
adequate for today’s 
traffic. 

On Tuesday last 
week, the House 
voted for a two-year 
highway plan - and 
recommended one for 
the four years that fol¬ 
low - that would go 
a long way in tackling 
these areas. 

It proposes $4.5 
billion in spending, 
which includes state 
and federal sources 
as well as previous 
bonding from earlier 


road plans. In fact, 
there is enough bond¬ 
ing available that the 
state will not have to 
borrow any additional 
money during the 
next two years. 

Statewide, the 
plan’s larger proj¬ 
ects include work 
tied to the two new 
Louisville bridges, 
which are currently 
under construction; 
widening and extend¬ 
ing the Mountain 
Parkway; six-laning 
more of 1-65; and 
improving the 1-69 
corridor in Western 
Kentucky. 

The day before the 
House sent its road 
plan to the Senate, 
my colleagues and 
I voted for legisla¬ 
tion that could have 
a major impact on 
how major highway 
projects - and other 
infrastructure as well 
- is built in the years 


ahead. 

This public-private 
partnership, as it is 
commonly called, 
would include 
Kentucky among 
the estimated two- 
thirds of the states, 
including the seven 
surrounding us, that 
already allow this type 
of arrangement. The 
leaders of the 
Kentucky Chamber 
of Commerce 
and the Kentucky 
Transportation 
Cabinet spoke in 
favor of this concept 
as well when it was 
s t ill in committee. 

Our goal is to 
make it easier for 
private enterprise 
to help improve the 
public good. This 
could lower govern¬ 
ment costs while 
moving projects 
forward that other¬ 
wise might see long 
delays. The Chamber 


of Commerce noted 
that there are a vari¬ 
ety of relationships 
possible with this 
type of arrangement, 
depending how much 
involvement state 
and/or local officials 
want. 

Some of the other 
bills the House voted 
for last week would 
so such things as call 
on child-care centers 
to do more radon 
testing; allow greater 
expungement of 
misdemeanors and 
traffic violations after 
a proper length of 
time; and encourage 
schools to be closed 
on Veterans Day or 
at least spend time 
commemorating the 
holiday. 

The last full week 
of March is also the 
last full week of this 
year’s legislative ses¬ 
sion, so we are near¬ 
ing the end of our 


work. After a 10-day 
interim early next 
month, the length of 
time a governor has 
to act on legislation, 
the General Assembly 
will return briefly 
before concluding the 
session on April 15. 

There is still plenty 
of time to let me 
know your thoughts 
on the issues before 
the House and 
Senate. You can

Budget, health-care costs are key 
issues

Paul Hornback has 
spent the past four 
years figuring out how 
to work around and 
fix inefficiencies in 
Frankfort, and he said 
he believes he’s just get¬ 
ting started. 

That’s why the 
Republican incumbent 
has filed for a second 
term as the state senator 
for District 20, which 
includes Shelby, Henry, 
Carroll and Trimble 
counties along with a 
small portion of the east 
end of Jefferson County. 

Hornback, 56, is the 
owner of Hornback 
Farms. He is also a 
former president of 
the Council for Burley 
Tobacco and has held 


leadership positions in 
Kentucky Farm Bureau, 
the Kentucky Farm 
Service Agency and 
the Shelby County Fair 
Board. 

He serves as 
the chair of the 
Senate Agriculture 
Committee and is on 
the Transportation 
Committee. He is also 
the co-chair of the 
Tobacco Settlement 
Agreement Fund 
Oversight Committee. 

“I’m used to being 
on the farm, and when I 
see a problem, I fix it,” 
Hornback said. “I can’t 
work with the inefficien¬ 
cies, so I’ve spent quite 
a bit of time working 
on how to fix them and 
how to deal with the 
waste.” 

Elected in 2011 to 
replace Republican Gary 
Tapp, Hornback said he 
feels that some of his 
best work is still com¬ 
ing. 

“I’m very proud of 
some of the work I’ve 
done behind the doors,” 
he said. “But I also 
think I’m going to have 
some good things come 
from this session. I 
believe my telecommu¬ 


nications bill will pass, 
and that’s going to help 
us attract more invest¬ 
ment in telecommunica¬ 
tions, which will help us 
attract more businesses 
that rely so heavily on 
an up to date system.” 

The bill, more com¬ 
monly known as the 
“AT&T bill,” allows 
for some deregulation 
of the outlying service 
areas that have other 
alternatives. 

Hornback, who in 
2010 ran heavily on fis¬ 
cal responsibility, said 
he believes the state is 
making progress on that 
front, even as it heads 
into a budget cycle this 
year. 

“We’re not relying as 
much on non-recurring 
funds to pay recurring 
debt, so that’s some 
progress, but we still 
have a ways to go,” he 
said. “We need to get an 
additional one hundred 
and twenty million to 
fund our pension prop¬ 
erly because we’ve made 
a commitment to our 
retired state employees 
and teachers, and we 
need to honor that.” 

Looking forward, 
Hornback said continu¬ 


ing to provide a bal¬ 
anced budget is going 
to become more and 
more difficult. 

“As we work on the 
budget this year and 
you look back at the 
two biennium’s that 
I’ve been in office, 
it’s just getting tighter 
and tighter,” he said. 
“And now, with the 
Affordable Care Act - 
whether you like it or 
not - after the first three 
years the state is going 
to have to start to cover 
ten percent of that cost. 
And by the most con¬ 
servative estimates that’s 
at least three hundred 
million. 

“We don’t have that 
money now, but we’re 
going to have to find a 
way to cover that.” 

Hornback said the 
state also would have to 
continue to balance how 
it handles small busi¬ 
nesses. 

“We have to continue 
to work against over¬ 
regulating businesses,” 
he said. 

Hornback has been 
married to Patricia for 
37 years, and they have 
two daughters.

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New Castle Elementary celebrates Down Syndrome Day

Down Syndrome Day and 
the students at New Casde 
Elementary had a very 
special reason to celebrate. 

McKinley Paynter, a 
third grade student at 
New Castle who has 
Down Syndrome, has 
become a favorite amongst 
his classmates. 

Principal Eric Davis said 
that he wants the event to 
bring awareness to the dis¬ 
order, and to let the stu¬ 
dents learn about Down 
Syndrome in a comfort¬ 
able environment. Davis, 
who has an older sister 
with the disorder, spoke 
to Paynter’s class about his 


personal experience with 
Down’s. 

McKinley’s mother, 
Leesa Paynter , spoke to 
students and took ques¬ 
tions from the class about 
Down Syndrome and her 
son’s specific needs. 

One student asked 
her how McKinley had 
Down Syndrome if no 
one else in the family did, 
and Paynter responded, 
saying, “You can’t catch 
Down Syndrome.” After 
a moment’s thought, she 
continued, “It’s a gift 
from God. [McKinley] is a 
gift from God.” 

All it takes is one person 
realizing that [people with 
Down Syndrome] are 
no different,” she added. 
“They’re the same. They 
may act different, but 


they’re the same.” 

This is the first year that 
New Casde Elementary 
has celebrated World 
Down Syndrome Day, 
but Paynter and Davis 
both want to continue 
the tradition in the future. 
Paynter hopes that World 
Down Syndrome Day 
will catch on in the other 
schools in Henry County 
and that more students 
will become aware of it. 

Many New Castle 
students and teachers 
“rocked their socks” 
for Down Syndrome 
on Friday, wearing tall, 
oddly colored, or other¬ 
wise interesting socks to 
draw attention to Down 
Syndrome.

“All I know is, 
McKinley is loved. He 
is so loved in [Henry 
County],” Paynter said.

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ing area farmers competi¬ 
tively into the meat retail 
arena. 

The 6,500 square feet 
facility would be self-con¬ 
tained, have the capacity 
to store and age meat on 
site and keep livestock for 
less than 24 hours before 
slaughter. 

“We (Wright and 
Edwards) both farm and 
do direct market beef 
ourselves,” Wright said. 
“We hope to open a mul¬ 
tispecies slaughter facility, 
which will cost around 
$1 million. We are in the 
financing phase and we 
hope to do 15-20 head of 
cattle there a week, 5-10 
hogs and possibly lamb 


and goat. We are up in 
the air about goat as it a 
niche market. We will be a 
USDA facility where farm¬ 
ers can piecemeal their 
product in a small retail 
store, but we would love 
to have a retail location 
in Louisville where we 
could take some of Henry 
County’s meat and sell it 
in Jefferson County.” 

Wright said there would 
be retail space not just for 
meat, but other Kentucky 
Proud products like 
honey. 

“There’s a need for this 
in our county and the 
surrounding counties,” 
Wright said. 

“We hope to hire at least 
two full-time people and 
some part-time employ¬ 
ees.” 

The nearest comparable 
USDA facility an hour 


and a half away, which 
was noted in a feasibility 
study that listed Boone’s 
in Bardstown, Memphis 
Meats in Indiana, Harmon 
Brothers in Warsaw and 
Marksbury Market in 
Lancaster as other USDA 
facilities where livestock 
was processed. 

The Kentucky Center 
for Agriculture and Rural 
Development (KCARD) 
prepared the study. 
Indicating that Henry 
County is located in the 
“Golden Triangle” area 
of Louisville, Lexington 
and Cincinnati, the 
study indicated large 
support could come 
from Jefferson County 
where the Louisville 
Farm to Table office, 
a part of the Louisville 
Economic Development 
Department, has a strong 


commitment and interest 
in purchasing local food. 

Louisville has 43 res¬ 
taurants that are members 
of the Kentucky Proud 
Restaurant Rewards pro¬ 
gram, which gives incen¬ 
tives to food service estab¬ 
lishments that buy local 
food, and KCARD identi¬ 
fied 20 restaurants who 
purchase a large amount 
of local livestock products 
along with retail outlets 
like Paul’s Fruit Market, 
ValuMarket Supermarket, 
The Root Cellar and 
Whole Foods in Jefferson 
County. 

Henry County Judge- 
Executive John Logan 
Brent, who presented the 
zone change, 

said there are direct 
economic benefits for the 
county. 

“The notion of a local 


processing facility isn’t 
a new one,” Brent said. 
“We’ve had several in 
the past, but this one is 
USDA-inspected. There 
are quite a few benefits 
for our local agriculture 
economy. It gives us tools 
we didn’t have in the past. 
A farmer can take their 
own beef there and have 
it processed for family and 
friends or a farmer can 
venture into the direct 
market and sell livestock 
directly to the consumer. 
The retail component 
will bring in people from 
the surrounding counties 
as far east as Louisville. 
Those people will have a 
chance to drive through 
the county and through 
our cities and spend 
money.” 

Brent said zoning 
restrictions would curb 


any concerns of those near 
the facility. 

“The processing would 
be on a small scale. A tour 
of the Bardstown facility 
revealed these are very 
clean, well-kept facili¬ 
ties. Everything is con¬ 
tained and it’s all about 
the scale,” Brent said. 
“KCARD expected 200 
farmers would be inter¬ 
ested and they received 
444 responses.” 

KCARD surveyed live¬ 
stock producers in Shelby, 
Oldham, Owen, Trimble, 
Carroll, Henry and 
Spencer Counties. From 
those counties, 352 pro¬ 
ducers, 81 percent who 
did the survey indicated 
they would be interested 
in using the facility in 
Campbellsburg.

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different.. .everything is 
exactly the same.” 

The same goes for the 
related assisted living facil¬ 
ity, Twin Oaks, accord¬ 
ing to Fallis. Regarding 
the name change, Fallis 
said that it was due to 
another nursing home 
in Lexington called 
Homestead, which is 
owned by the same com¬ 
pany. 

Louden founded his 
first nursing facility 44 
years ago, and owned 
multiple facilities around 


the state. “Mr. Louden... 
felt that it was time for 
him to retire. He spent 
a lot of time and effort 
to find a company that 
would take it over that 
had the same values that 
he did in resident care.” 

Fallis added that 
Louden’s decision to sell 
was based entirely on his 
desire to retire, due in 
part to his age, and that 
it had nothing to do with 
any outside factors, to her 
knowledge. 

“Mr. Louden is around 
[80 years old].. .and he 
has no children of his 
own, so he really didn’t 
have anybody to take it 
over, so he knew that it 


would eventually have to 
sell.” 

Fallis said that the resi¬ 
dents have had no trouble 
adapting to the change, 
because they see the same 
faces everyday. The per¬ 
sonnel hasn’t been altered 
in any way, she said. 

Louden wrote a letter 
to his staff and residents 
after the sale became final, 
reassuring them that the 
quality of care would not 
change at any of the facili¬ 
ties that he founded, and 
expressing his sadness at 
letting go. 

“I am truly thankful for

A broad range of com¬ 
munications expertise is 
a vital skill for today’s 
youth and tomorrow’s 
adults. 4-H helps youth 
improve their quality of 
speech and association 
with others, whether 
one-on-one in a job 
interview or providing a 
keynote address in a ban¬ 
quet hall. 

Communications 
programs are a long¬ 
standing tradition of 
4-H. As part of these 
programs, members are 
able to deliver a speech, 
give a banquet address, 
lead a community service 
project, demonstrate 
skills associated with 
project work or show a 


younger member how 
do a project-related task. 
All of these help 4-H’ers 
master communications 
skills, become more inde¬ 
pendent, gain a sense of 
belonging and gener¬ 
ously share this expertise. 
Senior 4-H’ers also have 
the opportunity to com¬ 
pete in mock job inter¬ 
views. 

When young people 
learn the logical way to 


prepare a speech or pres¬ 
ent information, they 
develop organizational 
and critical-thinking 
skills. Competitive events 
give 4-H’ers the oppor¬ 
tunity to practice what 
they have learned and 
receive positive, con¬ 
structive suggestions to 
improve. 

Delivering a speech 
or presentation develops 
independence and self¬ 


confidence. These experi¬ 
ences help youth over¬ 
come the fear of speaking 
in public. 4-H members 
know that success is due 
to preparation and pre¬ 
sentation skills. 

People have the oppor¬ 
tunity to bond with oth¬ 
ers and gain a sense of 
belonging when speaking 
with ease in front of large 
groups or a few individu¬ 
als. The ability to speak 
in public can open many 
doors in terms of person¬ 
al friendships and profes¬ 
sional advancement.

As spring approaches 
and grass begins to grow, 
grazing livestock may 
experience a forage- 
related problem known 
as grass tetany, grass stag¬ 
gers, lactation tetany or 
hypomagnesemia. Grass 
tetany is a metabolic dis¬ 
order caused by reduced 
magnesium (Mg) levels 
in the animal’s blood. In 
cattle, it generally affects 
older, lactating cows 
but can also be seen in 
dry cows, young cows, 
and in rare cases, grow¬ 
ing calves. Symptoms 
often observed include 
nervousness, lack of 
coordination, muscu¬ 
lar spasms, staggering, 


convulsions, coma, milk 
yield decrease and death. 
If you suspect cattle are 
stricken with grass tetany, 
a veterinarian should be 
contacted immediately as 
early treatment can save 
animals. 

Our cool-season pas¬ 
ture grasses are com¬ 
monly associated with 
this disorder, particularly 
when they have been 


fertilized recently with 
nitrogen and potassium. 
Even pastures where 
a significant amount 
of manure has been 
applied often have exces¬ 
sive potassium fertility 
increasing the risk to 
grass tetany. Increasing 
legume content in a pas¬ 
ture can help decrease 
the risk of grass tetany. 

Feeding high mag¬ 


nesium or high “mag” 
mineral supplements is 
the preferred method to 
reduce the occurrence 
of grass tetany. Cattle 
should begin consuming 
this high “mag” mineral 
during the late winter 
months and into early 
spring when new plant 
growth is starting. 

Grass tetany blocks 
provide magnesium 
similar to that of a min¬ 
eral supplement. The 
major disadvantage of 
this method is that all 
the animals may not 
consume an adequate 
amount of the block. 
Multiple blocks should 
be available with one 


block per ten cows. 

The season for grass 
tetany will be developing 
as temperatures rise and 
grasses begin to grow. To 
reduce health problems 
and livestock death to 
this disorder, it is impor¬ 
tant to provide a quality 
high “mag” mineral or 
supplement containing 
Magnesium oxide.

Many of us would 
love to work more 
physical activity into our 
schedules, but between 
responsibilities at work 
and home, it can be hard 
to squeeze it in. The 30 
minutes of physical activ¬ 
ity most days of the week 
most health and wellness 
experts recommend may 
seem impossible. 

Not helping matters 
were the short days and 
cold weather associated 
with winter.

Your calories 
burned may be more or 
less depending on your 
weight. 

• 20 minutes vacuum¬ 
ing burns 56 calories 

• 30 minutes folding 
laundry - 75 calories 

• 30 minutes dusting - 
80 calories 

• 20 minutes washing 
the car - 102 calories 

• 30 minutes mopping 
-153 calories 


• 60 minutes garden¬ 
ing - 324 calories 
Other household and 
lawn chores, such as 
pruning, putting away 
dishes, mulching and 
removing cobwebs, work 
different muscle groups 
and burn calories.

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that has turned it around over the 
years. 

“Carroll was in the same boat a few 
years ago,” Martin said. “You have a 
coach in Dennis Hawkins that came 
in and developed some pitching and 
changed the program around. Gallatin 
County is another example.
